But the greateſt Difficulty is in caſe of Corraption, 
and notorious Unfaithfulneſs and Breach of Truſt by the 
greateſt or prevailing part of the Houſe;which no Man,who 
hath obſerved the Occurrences of our Times,” can think 
impoſſible. And as to this we have Precedexts of whole 
- Parliaments and their AQts reverſed by ſucceeding 
Parliaments : But ſuppoſe we have neither Act nor Pre-- 
ceedent in an extraordinary caſe, are we'therefore with- 
out Remedy ? Have Lawyers no other TopiQs to prove 
Law from? No Man, who hath read and conſidered 
the Door and Student, or Littleton, can think fo. 
And inſach a Caſe as this, if the Laws and Conſtitntion 
of our Government be well conſidered, why may not 
any great Body of the Commons, as the Lord-Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Common Council of Loxdoz, or a conſi- 
derable number of Gentlemen of clear Reputation and 

Intereſt, petition the King, and ſetting out firſt 
the Right, then the Violation and Breach of Truſt, and 
by whom, exprefling and charging the _—_—_ Leaders, 
pray that that Parliament may be diflolved, and ano- 
ther ſummoned to enquire concerning that Matter ? I 
{ce not what can be {aid againſt this with any colour, but 
for what I ſee ſubſtantial Matter 'to anſwer it. Let us 
look- well into our Laws and Conſtitution, and we ſhall 
not find them ſo Defective as ſome through: Ignorance 
have thought them, and therefore to ſupply Imaginary 
| Defefts, have ſometimes introduced very defeive Re- 

medies, and neglected better.  _.
